CARE OF CANARIES. 


How (o Properly Feed and Look Aft¬ 
er the Son sate ra. ^ 

When the canary Is In oMlnnry 
health the wore plainly it (V f^d- the 
better. Bays the Pittsburg Press. The 
usual, mixture Is what Is cgll&i Ida etc 
and whit? canary seed, the black being j 
good summer rape. Of Ibis one part 
is added to two of the other. It is lui- i 
portant. however, that the. seed be 
good and dean—that Is, free from dust 
and grit. 

The canary seed should be fat, gilt- 1 
tortug seeds, and before putting It In 
the tin of a morning not only should 
the tin itself be cleansed, bat tbe seed 
should be put apon a plecesof white , 
l mi per and the dust or grit. If any. 
Mown away or removed. In addltiou 
to these seeds a little gt?cn food must 
t»e given, fresh every day, but uot 
damp. Tbe best are probably plantain, 
ripe groundsel, ripe cbickweed, a lit¬ 
tle lettuce or water cfess. , 

As to dainties, tbe less of these the 
better. We may, perhnfta, make an 
exceptlou In the traditional morsel of 
sugar or crumb of sweet biscuit, but n 
bird will not keep long In song that 
has much of either. 

Water should be given fresh every 
morning, the little glass fountain being 
previously well rinsed out. Soft filter 
ed water Is best by far. A great many 
ailments are induced by hard water. 

. In the wild state birds drink the raJn^ 
water from the leaves. This is pure“ 
and coutartn*. of course, no hardness. 

Sand Is another Important sine i|na 
non of health. It should be rather 
coarse or gritty and very clean. Per¬ 
haps washed sea sand Is as good as 
any. Tbe bottom of the cage should 
always be thickly strewn with this 
Immediately after the cage Is cleaned 
In the morning, a stock being kept in 
the house for the purflose. 

A song canary will not do well for 
any length of lime in a stuffy, badly 
ventilated room. Fre*ta air Is essen¬ 
tial to health. Another thing that 
tends greatly to keep tbe bird in health 
Is a sun bath. On fine days tbe cage 
should be so bung that the sunshine 
shall penetrate the cage, but at the 
same time it must be reiuemliered that 
too much bent Is very dangerous, so 
one-half of the cage should be Invari¬ 
ably covered with a cloth. 

This cloth comes In handy In several 
other ways—at night, for example; 
more particularly when the tempera¬ 
ture Is low or likely to be. On such 
occasions the cage is to be covered 
qnlte over, but in summer a part
